ha LETTER written from Lauzarne in Swiſſerland, to a 
Perſon of Henour, Auguſt 30. 168g. 
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HE Waldeyſes being weary of living out of their own Country, have 
once again contriv'd the means of returning thither. 

This Aﬀair was manag'd with ſo much precaution and ſecrecy, 
that the laudable Cantons were wholly ſtrangers to this Deſign. And all 


v Repair on the Friday-Morning to the Wood of Niow, which is upon the 
knks of the Lake, berween this City and that of Gexeva: And all obey'd 
he Orders : They had each a Musket, a Sabre, a Bayonett, and a Piſtol ; 
his was all their Baggage : Being come to the Rendevouz, to the number of 
Ivo Thouſand Five Hundred Waldeyſes, and Five Hundred French Refugees, 
tley were diſtributed into Companies, each of Twenty Five Men, to which 
were appointed a Captain , a Lientenant , and Two Serjeants, all Men of 
frvice. Some Days before they had made choice of an Officer of great Ex- 
frience'ro Command them ; they Swore to obey him, and the other Officers, 
ter which was gwen to each a Pound of Powder, Lead in proportion, and 
bread for Three Days. - ON bem .' Tn [ng Er 8 
' That ſame Day between Eight and Nine a Clock in the:Evening, the Wea- 
lter being very cloſe and duskiſh, the Army march'd out of the Wood; and 
vent to the Lake, where Twelve Veſlels waited-to waft it-over into Savoy. 
tefore they went on Board, Meſſieurs Arnaud, and Boutrous, Waldenfian Mi- 
nſters, who have never forſaken this People, and who have managd and 
wrought this matter to the point it is,caus'd the Army to be drawn up in Battle- 
array, 
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aings being made ready for the execution, every Individual receiv'd Order 
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array, and having all proſtrated themſelves on the Earth, Monſieur 4, 
naud made a long and fervent Prayer, which drew Tears from all thoſe of th, 
Aſſembly : He compared them to to the People of Iſrael, upon the Shoxr | 
the Red Sea ; promiſing himſelf from the Goodneſs of G 0D, that woy| 
bleſs their Enterprize, ſince it ogly tended to his Glory, to the Deliverang 
of their Miniſters, and of their hildren that were unjuſtly detain'd in Say, 
and to return unto the Inheritance of their Fore-fathers, rhat fo they migh 
Serve GoD in Peace. The Prayer being ended, and the Reſolution take 
not to do any injury to the Catholicks, at leaſt, unleſs they oppos'd they 
Paſſhge ,. they Embark'd about a Thouſand Men, which was all the Twely, 
Veſſ:lspulkd contain. When theſe had perform'd their paſſage, which w 
done in an Hour and halts time, they return'd to take on Board as many 
more again ; and this was done three times. The Maſters of thc Veſſels who 
carried them over, report, That they met with none to oppoſe their Landing, 
but that in tae Morning of the 27th, the Peaſants inhabiting about the Lak 
Toll'd an Allarum Bell, .to warn their Neighbours to,.come in to their Aſſi; 
ance. The Waldeyſes ſent to tell them, That they came not to do them z. 
ny injury, that they only mean'd to paſs on ; and that it they took any thing 
of the Inhabitants of the Country, they would faithfully pay for it. Thy 
was faid in ſuch manner, as that the Savoyards gave credit to it, and caus( 
the Allarum-Bell to ceaſe. Our Brethren began their March in Battle-arry, 
having a Van guard, and a Rear. It is beyond all expreſſion how much Jo 
and Reſolution they expreſs'd at their departure. Tf it has pleas'd the Lord 
to continue them his Aſſiſtance, they are by this time, believ'd to be got in- 
to their own Country: And if they are there, it is certain that all the Duke 
of Savoy's Forces will not be capable of driving them thence. I know not 
how his Royal Highneſs may have entertain'd this News ; but do not queſts 
on it will be very grating to, and difreliſh'd by the Court of Prarce. 

On the Day before the departure of thoſe poor People, there was celebr: 
ted. throughout the whole State, a Day of Faſting and Prayer, with great De. 
vo:ion. Juſt now we underſtand, that there is forming another Aſſembly of thi 
Iſaldenſes that remain'd in this Country, and that as'foon as the Number 
ſh2i! be compleat, it is ſaid, they will follow the reſt ; unleſs they are hinder 
ed by the Cantons.. | 

. Note, If theſe poor People ſucceed in their Deſign, it may poſſibly giv: 
occaſion to an InfurreCtion of all the French Proteſtants in Dauphine, and Lav 
guedock, and thus make way for as great Revolutions in France, as have hap 


pened elſe-where, -
